On the corn tables there is a marked difference for the years

You ask me if I consider the increased supply of gold ample for 
monetary uses in view of the increase of population and business. 
In. reply I would say that the annual gold preduet has doubled within 
the last six or seven years, which I think you will admit is a 
greater percent. of increase than that of population or business 
during the same time. Furthermore there seems every reason to antice 
ipate that the supply of gold will noueiate to increass much faster 
than the growth i& populatiom. Of course it is true that our con= 
Ssumptiom of all products has enormously increased im recent years, 
| but that ls becauss labor is more efficient and a lerger amount of th 
these things can be prddutied py a day’s labor than formerly. The 
| SUpply of money has nothing to do with it. With all that you say on 
the desirability of a higher wage, and that a larger share of the 
| Products of industry shall go to the masses, I cordially agree. 
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2 
There is ne issue over that. The only question is under What financia 


system will the legitimate results of every man’s labor be most accu= 


rately returned to him. Your policy would seem to be to first ade 
vance the price of all prodwets, that is of everything a man buys, 
in order that later om the wage~carner may receive higher pay. All 


experience zoes to show that Wages never keep up to an advance of prie 


ces. Your first step would put the wage~-carner at a disadvantage by 
making all the necessities of life cost him more, If prices eon= 
tinued to advance he would be continually requiring an advance in wages 
to keep even, to say nothing of gaining rélatively upon his old 
position. 

Of course people are unwilling, as yow say, to live upon the 
bare necessities of life and are fully determined to have the comforts 
and even some of the luxuries. It has always been so, and happily 
we believe always will be 800 The iuxuries of one generation become 
the necessities of the next. And it is fortunate that this is true. 
otherwise all incentive to progress would cease. I believe there never 
was a time in the history of the race when the comforts of life in so 
great a measure were so widely distributed among the masses as 
today, and yet I have no wish that the masses shall be satisfied. It 
is right and best that they should struggle for more and I hope and be= 
lieve that their struggles will bring them additional comforts.

Withle the Fecdipts for 
the next six months will Probably not be at that rate, it is expected 
that deposits will ve continuous throughout the yeer,and daring the 
season that the Yukon river is opex to navigation, the receipts will 
probably be larger than during last season. 

The offiee now occuptes a rented buil ding, which although the 


best that could be procured,ia illy adapted to the uses for whith it 
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= 2- 
is required. It has no vaults,or other provision for the care of 
treasure, and the receipts at that office have been as high as $700,000 
in a single day. 

According to the ruling of the Comptroller of the Treasury, & 
rented building is not a public building, and therefore, neither vaults 
nor safes can be provided from the regular appropriation for "Locks, | 
Safes, and Vaults in Public Buildings", We are obliged to depend 
almost wholly, for the safe keeping of treasure, upon the guards, and 
as there seems evory reason to expect that the business of this office 
will be large for years to come, we conclude that it will be desirable 
for the Government to erect a suitable building for its accommodation. 

| I am assuming that Congress having established the Assay » 
Office at Seattle, will wish to maintain it, and that the policy of 
paying transportation charges on bullion from the Assay Offices to 
the Mints is to be continued.
